N account of the Ninth Air Force 
must concentrate on the tremendous 
expansion of the command in the four 
years it has been stationed at Pope Air 
Force Base, Ft. Bragg, N. C., and on the

Its status as 
the only tactical 
air force in the

The bases are scattered from coast to 
coast along the southern half of the 
United States. In addition to these bases, 
the command has many units as tenants 
on bases assigned to other commands. 

During the same period, some 42 units 
have been assigned to the Ninth from 
other commands. Included among those 
units were eight fighter-bomber wings 
with subordinate units, three tactical re- 
connaissance wings, and five tactical con-

The $175 million plan calls for replace- 
ment of substandard family quarters at 
hundreds of Army, Navy, Air Force and 
Marine Corps bases, and for rehabilita- 
tion of other quarters.

OK NAVY MSC CHIEF 

Creation of a Chief of the Navy’s 
Medical Supply Corps was authorized 
this week in legislation approved by 
the Senate. 

The bill (HR 2224) provides also 
for the promotion of the new MSC 
Chief to the rank of Captain. 

The Navy currently is authorized 
17 MSC captains but none have be- 
come eligible for promotion. 

RAdm. H. L. Pugh, Surgeon Gen- 
eral of the Navy, has said creation 
of the MSC Chief will “improve the 
administrative efficiency of the Bu- 
reau of Medicine and Surgery, and 
provide an additional incentive for 
a career in the MSC.

ty of higher rank.” 
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Air Med. School Gets “Sealed Cabin” 
To Study Pilots’ Needs in Space Ships 


The first piece of experimental equip- 
ment ever built specifically for the study 
of living conditions in space has just 
been delivered to the Air Force School 
of Aviation Medicine, Randolph AFB, 
Tex. 

Known as a “sealed cabin,” it was de- 
signed to investigate human factors in- 
side cramped quarters of a space ship, 
flying far outside the useful limits of the 
earth’s atmosphere. 

Except that it doesn’t fly, the cabin 
will give aeromedical researchers at the 
Randolph Field institution most of the 
sensations they would experience on a 
flight of severals hours or days in space. 

The sealed cabin is a joint project of 
the School’s departments of Physiology 
and Space Medicine. It is under the im- 
mediate supervision of Dr. Hans-Georg 
Clamann, an authority on the body’s 
functions at very high altitudes. 

It is a first cousin of the low-pressure 


chambers in which aeromedical special- | 


ists for some years have studied human 
reactions to the thin air in the strato- 
sphere and beyond it. 

But low-pressure chambers —or alti- 
tude chambers, as they are sometimes 
called—reproduce conditions in the air 
outside the craft. The sealed cabin, on 
the other hand, tells him what goes on 
inside the craft, where a careful balance 
of atmospheric conditions must be arti- 
fically maintained. As its name implies, 
the sealed cabin is hermetically closed 
off from the sky outside. 

The reason it is needed is that pressur- 
ized cabins of the conventional type can- 
not be used above 80,000 feet. There is so 
little air at that height that present-day 
compressors cannot pump in enough of it 
to keep the flyer safe from various kinds 
of altitude sickness. 

Besides, the outside air above 80,000 
feet contains ozone. Contrary to the pop- 
ular impression of ozone as a healthful 
and invigorating element, it is a harmful 
gas in high concentrations. In medicine 
it is sometimes used as an antiseptic and 
a disinfectant. 

But in a cabin sealed off from the out- 
side air, as in a tightly shut closet, sev- 
eral uncomfortable things happen. For 
one, the occupant uses up oxygen at a 
rate of about 26 quarts an hour. At the 
same time he exhales carbon dioxide, an- 
other unpleasant gas, along with water 
vapor that raises the humidity. He also 
produces body heat, which elevates the 
temperature. 

The sealed cabin has to carry enough 
oxygen to replace what the flyer con- 
sumes, and chemicals to remove the ex- 
cess carbon dioxide and water vapor. It 
must have refrigerating equipment to 
control the heat. Since all these protec- 
tive measures add weight to the craft, 
Dr. Clamann’s object is to find out how 
little climatization the flyer can safely

stand. 

Another drawback in a sealed cabin is 
that the total air pressure cannot be too 
great, or the stress on the walls will be- 
come a structural hazard in the near- 
vacuum around the craft. So the physi- 
ologist and his associates must determine 
how little pressure the body can take. 

It will be some time before the sealed 
cabin—not yet hooked up in the labora- 
tory—can give him any definite results. 





Meanwhile, several test pilots in experi- 
mental rocket aircraft (among them Wil- 
liam B. Bridgeman, Marine Lt. Col. Mar- 
ion E. Carl, and Air Force Maj. Charles 
E. Yeager) have already flown for brief 
intervals in the neighborhood of 80,000

Tomorrow’s rocket ships are edging in- 
to the region where the men who fly will 
have to sit inside a sealed cabin. So Dr. 
Clamann is working with his odd-looking 
tank at the School of Aviation Medicine, 
hoping he will have the answers when 
they are needed.

Defense Chief Finds It Difficult To Fill 
Top Posts; Secretariat Now Numbers 3) 


Defense Secretary Charles E. Wilson 
said this week he is not finding it an 
easy task to fill the new assistant secre- 
tary billets recently approved by the 
Congress. 

At present, the Department has 30 top 
spots in its civilian Secretariat (29 secre- 
taries, deputy, under and assistant secre- 
taries, and the General Counsel of the 
Department). Seven of the offices cur- 
rently are vacant, including that of As- 
sistant Defense Secretary for Manpower 
and Personnel. 

Despite the difficulties, however, Mr.

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Chamber of Commerce Backs Career 
Incentives Except Pay and GI Rights 


Appointment of a 34-member Commit- 
tee on National Defense has been an- 
nounced by Clem D. Johnson, President 
of the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States. 

This committee, composed of business 
and professional leaders from all parts 
of the country, has as its primary objec- 
tive the provision of adequate national 
security at a “bearable cost.” 

Arthur Y. Milam, Senior Partner in 
the Jacksonville, Fla., law firm of Milam, 
Mcllvaine, Carroll and Wattles, will be 
the committee chairman for the coming 
year. 

Meanwhile, Representative Dewey 
Short, chairman of the House Armed 
Services Committee, was urged in a let- 
ter from Clarence R. Miles, Manager of 
the Chamber’s Legislative Department, 
to give “further and early consideration 
to measures designed to help attract to 
military service, and hold, the high type 
of men that are required if we are to 
maintain forces in being at the required 
level of efficiency.” 

However, Mr. Miles declared that in 
the desire to boost reenlistment rates and 
reduce annual training costs, “it’s possi- 
ble to lose sight of certain fundamentals.” 

“For example,” Mr. Miles wrote, “it 
must be recognized that military service 
simply cannot be made attractive enough 
to retain the great majority of the men 
being inducted for two years of service. 

“Secondly, many of the so-called ob- 
jectionable’ features of service life can 
only be corrected by the services them- 
selves. Hanson Baldwin, military critic 
of the New York Times, describes this 
aspect of the problem thusly: Morale is 
a function of command—probably its pri- 
mary function—and there is no doubt 
that poor leadership is responsible for 
many of the ills of the services today. 

“Fhirdly, as Admiral Robert Carney 
recently stated, morale is not as closely 
related to the pay envelope as some peo- 
ple think and, in any case, a fighting 
man’s morale should not and must not be 
dependent upon remuneration. It will be 
tragic, indeed, if we reach the point 
where we can obtain capable officers and 
non-commissioned officers only by offer- 
ing them so much in the way of pay and 
other material benefits that they would 
be tempted to prefer the service to a 
— in business because of the greater 
take, 


“Fourth, repeated demands for exten- 
sion of benefits authorized by the GI 
Bill of Rights to active duty personnel 
ignore the fact that this law has been 
and should be, until terminated, a re- 
habilitation measure. 


“Fifth, an unprecendented percentage 
of our active duty military personnel are 
family men. Therefore, adequate provi- 
sion for dependents is of utmost im- 
portance, 


“The Chamber hopes that the eighty- 
fourth Congress will take up where the 
83d Congress left off and continue to 
work toward solution of this problem.” 


In addition to its primary function, the 
Chamber National Defense Committee 
will seek realistic planning for industrial 
mobilization and proper allocation and 
utilization of manpower resources.

12 Military Bills Head For White House 


Following Final Congressional Action 


Final Congressional action was com- 
pleted this week on all but a handful of 
the military bills under consideration by 
the 83d Congress. 

Passed by the Senate and readied for 
the President’s signature were the POW 
Benefits Bill, the Army JAGC Promotion 
measure and the Navy’s plan to create a 
Medical Service Corps Chief (see stories 
elsewhere in this issue). 

One measure, the Military Housing 
Bill, was approved by the Senate and re- 
turned to the House for concurrence or 
conference. Its final approval, however, 
appears assured according to Capitol Hill 
sources,

Senate Approves Korean POW Payments; 
More Than 8,500 Would Receive Benefits 


American personnel who were held as 
prisoners during the Korean War, and 
about 3,500 survivors of deceased POWs, 
will collect $12-million under the terms 
of a bill approved this week by the Sen- 
ate. 

The measure (HR 9390), passed by the 


House on 29 July, extends POW benefits | 


under the War Claims Act of 1948 to 
civilian internees and American prison- 


ers of war captured and held during the | 


hostilities in Korea. It now goes to the | 


White House. 

For members and former members of 
the Armed Forces the payments would 
amount to $1 per day for each day the 
claimant was held as a prisoner and on 
which he did not receive adequate ra- 
tions. An additional $1.50 would be paid 
for each such day he was subjected to 
uncompensated, forced labor or other in- 
humane treatment. 

The Senate Judiciary Committee noted 
that there are “some 5,000 living former 
prisoners of war in Korea, and survivors 
of approximately 3,500 deceased former 
prisoners of war” who will be benefited 
by the bill. 

“In addition,” the report notes, “pay- 
ments will be available for the benefit of 
several hundred American prisoners of 
war who have not yet been released by 
their Communist captors in the Korean 
conflict.”

“Helicopter Is Here to Stay,” USMC Says; 
Begins New Training Program for Pilots 


For the first time in the history of 
Marine Aviation, pilots are being trained 
for helicopter flying only. 

Prior to 5 Dec. 1953, when the first spe- 
cial eight-week course began at Pensa- 
cola, Fla., all Marine pilots who flew 
helicopters were also qualified to fly 
fixed-wing aircraft. 

“The new courses,” a Marine spokes- 
man explained, “were instituted to meet 
the growing demands of mobile warfare. 
The Corps recognizes that the helicopter 
is here to stay.” 

Initially, all new pilots receive conven- 
tional aircraft training through their 
basic training period. Future Marine 
‘copter pilots then begin rotor-blade craft 
training and fixed-wing flyers take ad- 
vanced training which is conducted at 
Pensacola. 

Headquarters told THE JOURNAL that 
helicopter pilots who desire to remain in 
the Marine Corps and receive Regular 
commissions will be re-trained in fixed- 
wing flying after they have completed a 
tour of rotor-blade duty. Others, insofar

as practical, will be retained as helicopter 
pilots in the Reserve program. 

Marine Corps Headquarters also re- 
vealed that an additional helicopter train- 
ing program has been inaugurated which 
involves pilots in the rank of Captain 
and above. This program takes pilots ex- 
perienced in flying conventional aircraft 
and re-trains them in ’copters. This cours 
is also conducted at Pensacola. 

At the present time, non-aviators who 
wish to enter the Marine Corps helicopter 
training program are first required to 
complete the NATC course. Marine Corps 
commands, however, are accepting ap- 
plications for entrance into its helicopter 
training program from experienced Na- 
val Aviators in ranks above Ist lieuten- 
ant. 

A continuing program, a new heli- 
copter course opens to new students 
every second week. To date, the Marine 
Corps has qualified 48 helicopter pilots 
under the program. Headquarters esti- 
mates that approximately 700 such pilots 
will fill its need. 

The Marine Corps realizes a total input 
of nine students every two weeks. Six 
enter the program from NATC basic 
training and three are drawn from the 
ranks of experienced conventional air- 
craft pilots. Both categories of students, 
schooled at the Naval Air Training Com- 
mand at Pensacola, are trained accord- 
ing to the same syllabus. 

Some of those trained serve as pilots 
and some as co-pliots. Others will later 
fill billets in squadron and group staffs.

Air Lines and Defense. New computations, 
including recently acquired new types of aircraft, 
show that America’s scheduled airlines could move 
every member of the combat divisions of the U. S. 
Army based in the Zone of the Interior from one 
coast to the other in less than four days. 

The estimate takes into account the movement 
of 229,800 officers and men in the infantry, air- 
borne and armored divisions employing only the 
aircraft used in domestic service. The 512 four- 
engine and 727 twin-engine planes, according to 
the Aircraft Industries Association, could trans- 
port more than 60,000 men in one lift and thus 
complete the entire operation in less than 96 
hours, including the time necessary to ferry the 
planes back to their original pick-up point. 

The scheduled airline fleet, it is estimated, is 
equivalent to almost 35 Air Force heavy trans- 
port wings. 

The significance of these estimates is apparent 
in light of the recent statement made at Ft. Bragg, 
N. C., by General Matthew B. Ridgway, Chief of 
Staff of the Army, that he did not believe the Air 
Force has enough aircraft of the desired type to 
lift all of the war-strength 82d Airborne Divi- 
sion and its equipment at one time. 


In fact, the Armed Services look upon the air- 
lines, as they do upon all forms of transportation, 
as a vital backlog in an emergency. A close liaison 
and cooperation is maintained between the ci- 
vilian transportation agencies and the military 
forces. Two recent developments point up this 
close relationship. Because military jet aircraft 
frequently must use the same air space as do the 
civilian air lines, the Air Force recently arranged 
for the chief pilots of 12 of the lines to take a 
special course in the problems of jet operation. 
The course, of one week’s duration, was given 
at Moody Air Force Base, Valdosta, Ga. Arrange- 
ments for the selection and attendance of the 
chief pilots were made through the Air Transport 
Association. They studied the problems of jet 
penetration in and out of areas and the problems 
of air space where jets are operating. With this 
knowledge they will have a better understanding, 
not only of the military jet aircraft now operat- 
ing in many of the same areas in which their own 
civil aircraft operate, but also a foretaste of what 
they themselves must look forward to in the fu- 
ture era when jet transports come into general 
civilian use. 


Also in the works is a proposal originating in 
the Army for an accelerated service test of heli- 
copter operation and maintenance. The Army pro- 
posed to turn over a number of helicopters to 
airlines for practical tests of the many problems 
arising in their continued and steady operations. 
The results would be of great value not only to 
the Services but to the airlines as well, for the 
rotary winged craft are looked upon as offering 
great possibilities for short haul use, particularly 
from down-town to down-town routes. It is under- 
stood that the proposal gained the approval of 
the Department of the Army and went on to De- 
partment of Defense level where it was looked 
upon with so much favor that the suggestion was 
made that it be broadened to include Air Force 
and Navy participation as well as Army. It has 
now gone back to the three departments for fur- 
ther study and correlation. 

All these types of cooperation and mutual con- 
sideration of problems are contributing heavily 
to National Defense. 


Pay and “Fringe Benefits." The Department 
of Defense may yet be put into a position where 
it must make a fight for Service pay adjustment. 
While the administration has thus far held back 
support from Service pay the word has generally 
gone around that if Congress voted another pay 
increase for civilian government employees the 
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Department would urge like treatment for the 
military. 

Now, as we go to press, the Senate has ap- 
proved an omnibus fringe benefit bill for Federal 
employees, including pay increases for a few top- 
grade jobs, some longevity increases, $100 a year 
uniform allowances for employees who must wear 
uniforms, better leave rights, and an increase of 
from $9 to $12 a day in travel allowances. The 


Senate also voted a five per cent pay raise for 
1,500,000 classified and postal employees but on 
objection by Majority Leader Knowland the ac- 
tion was rescinded and went to the bottom of the 
calendar. Senator Knowland said that the Admin- 
istration does not object to the pay raise but took 
the position that Congress must at the same time 
make provision to finance its cost. 

Meanwhile, no further mention has been made 
of Service pay. In fact, no action has yet been 
initiated in Congress to rescind the discriminatory 
tax provision barring retired Service personnel 
under 65 years of age from the tax concessions 
provided for all State, local, and Federal civilian 
employees in similar retirement status.

10 Years Ago—Home for a rest after 11 months of 
action in the Pacific is Navy Air Group 16, which has 
accounted for 150 Japanese planes destroyed in the 
air. Pilots of the fighter squadron shot down 135 air- 
craft, and the additional enemy planes were destroyed 
by the bomber and torpedo squadrons of the Air 
Group. The largest single day’s tally came during the 
air battle for Saipan, which will aiways be known to 
pilots of the group as the “Mariana Turkey Shoot.” 


50 Years Ago—The Army uniform question seems to 
be giving the authorities at the War Department con- 
siderable trouble. The matter of uniform changes is 
becoming very serious, and already officers are com- 
plaining that they are required to purchase too much 
in the way of uniforms, and that to keep up with the 
requirements of the regulations they are kept in can- 
stant debt. 


90 Years Ago—To counteract the effects of malaria 
on the troops in the Department of the South, during 
the warm months, whiskey, with quinine, in prophy- 
lactic doses, will be issued to the enlisted men, par- 
ticularly those cn duty in districts especially malarious 
or on excessive fatigue duty, at such times and in such 
quantities as the medical officer shall deem it neces- 
sary to keep the command in a healthy and active 
condition. Ordinary fatigue duty does not justify the 
issue of whiskey, and will be discontinued in future 
except in the manner prescribed.

The Price Is Vigilance 


Editor, THE JOURNAL: 

I have read your fine editorial in 
the 31 July issue on the exclusion of 
retired military personnel from the 
recent legislation granting income 
tax deductions. From it I have come 
to the conclusion that the Services 
has no one to blame but themselves. 
It appears to me that officers re- 
sponsible for legislative matters 
again have failed to exercise the 
vigilance expected of military officers 
generally. If I recall correctly this 
is at least the second time that “the 
Services had been under the impres- 
sion” until the bitter facts were 
learned after a bill became a law. 

I cannot speak about the other 
Services or the Office of the Secre- 
tary of Defense, but I know that 
there are special duty law officers in 
the Navy wearing the star of the 
line. I am a layman in legal matters 
but I have always thought it was a 
lawyer's job to “read the fine print.” 

My own experience has been that 
failure by line or combat officers to 
exercise vigilance, resulting in se- 
rious detriment to the public inter- 
est, would be the occasion for in- 
quiry. In these days when securing 
competent military personnel is a 
matter of national concern, their ex- 
clusion from the benefits of this law 
is a “serious detriment to the public 
interest.”

INCREASED COMPENSATION for 
widows of Spanish American War veter- 
ans has been proposed by Senator Mar- 
tin (R-Pa) in an amendment to HR 9020. 
Payments would be increased from $64.50 
to $69.50 for widows who were married 
to veterans during their service, and from 
$51.60 to $56.60 for those married to vet- 
erans after their service, but prior to 
1937. The Senator said he feels “this Is 
the least we can do for this group of 
veterans’ widows.” 


“SKYWAYS” has been suggested as the 
name for the new U. S. Air Force Acad- 
emy. The Government has been given a 
“wonderful opportunity,” according to 
Mrs. John E. Dinan of Cohoes, N. Y., to 
commemorate the memory of General 
“Billy” Mitchell who wrote the book 
“Skyways.” This name, she said, “would 
be a most appropriate name for the Acad- 
emy.” Inserting her suggestion in the 
Congressional Record, Representative 
O’Brien (D-NY) said he believes the sug- 
gestion “has a great deal of merit. There 
is a bold sweep to the name she proposes, 
and it would be a most fitting way to hon- 
or the memory of a great pioneer of the 
airways.” 


REPORTING ON INVESTIGATIONS 
which have been conducted of various 
military activities, Senator Saltonstall 
(R-Mass) said, “Without a doubt we have 
irritated the military.” But he added, 
“It is fair to say that this watchdog ac- 
tivity has had a beneficial result and that 
great savings have been effected.” He 
praised the Defense Department and its 
officials for their cooperation and said 
it has made the task of the Committee 
immeasurably easier. 


CRITICISM LEVELED at military re- 
search and development programs by the 
House Committee on Government Oper- 
ations included the charge that research 
installations sometimes are forced into a 
military mold by the troops which sup- 
port them. It appears, the Committee 
said, “that there is a danger in placing 
the direction of research under military 
personnel who perforce must be preoc- 
cupied with the administration of a large 
military support organization.” The AF 
Cambridge Research Center was cited as 
an example of a research activity whose 





support functions have become so im- 
portant that they have changed the char- 
acter of administration. The Lincoln 
Laboratory at MIT was cited as an ex- 
ample “of a successful research opera- 
tion unimpeded in its productivity by 
support problems.” 


MILITARY NOMINATIONS confirmed 
by the Senate during the first seven 
months of the present session of Con- 
gress total almost 23,000. They include 
more than 8,000 in the Army, 3,500 in the 
AF, more than 6,000 in the Navy and al- 
most 5,000 in the Marine Corps. 


A HIGH JUSTICE DEPARTMENT post 
has been recommended for Maj. Gen. 
Frank H. Partridge, USA-Ret., by the 
Senate Judiciary Committee. The group 
favorably reported a bill (HR 9804) which 
will authorize General Partridge’s ap- 
pointment as Assistant Commissioner of 
the Border Patrol, Detention and Depor- 
tation Division of the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service. 


ALSO RECOMMENDED by the Senate 
Judiciary Committee is a bill (HR 8034) 
which confers a Congressional Charter 
on the Sons of Union Veterans of the 
Civil War. The primary purpose of the 
Sons !s to keep alive the memory and 
traditions of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public. The Committee noted that the 
congressional charter granted to the 
GAR will expire upon the death of the 
last member (the sole survivor will be 
108 next February) and in a sense the 
new charter will succeed the charter for- 
merly granted to the GAR. The proposed 
incorporators include General of the 
Army Douglas MacArthur, Maj. Gen. 
Amos A. Fries, USA-Ret., and Maj. Gen. 
Ulysses S. Grant, 3d, USA-Ret. General 
Grant is the present CinC of the organi- 
zation. 


PAYMENTS of station per diem allow- 
ances to officers and WOs permanently 
stationed in Alaska at Elmendorf AFB 
and Fort Richardson after 31 Jan, 1949 
and before 13 Oct., 1950, would be vali- 
dated under the terms of a bill (HR 
10059) introduced by Representative 
Reed (R-I1l).

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Third Anniversary of NATO’s AirSouth 
Sees Gains In International Air Force 


Headquarters, Allied Air Forces South- 
ern Europe, NATO’s air arm guarding the 
Mediterranean flank, celebrated its third 
anniversary 4 Aug. 

AirScouth Commander, Lt. Gen. Lau- 
rence C. Craigie, in a message to his air 
commanders said that in three years the 
command “has grown from a handful of 
inspired men and a few obsolescent air- 
craft to an international organization ca- 
pable of considerable defensive and offen- 
sive air action in our area of responsi- 
bility.” 

General Craigie added, “I am confident 
that with your continued support and 
invaluable advice we will, in the months 
ahead, make great progress toward our 
common goal—an international air force, 
fully equipped with combat-ready air- 
craft, fully manned by combat-ready pli- 
lots, and backed up by trained support 
personnel and adequate supplies—an air 
force dedicated to the prevention of war 
but capable of immediate, effective ac- 
tion if war is forced upon us.” 

Before activation of AirSouth Head- 
quarters in an unused hotel in Florence, 
Italy, there existed in the Southern Eu- 
ropean area no coordinated system of air 
defense among the free nations living in 
the shadow of threatened aggression. 

Important contributions to NA‘FO’s 
overal] air capability made by Southern 
Europe forces during the past three years 
include: 

1. Four tactical air forces organized, 

and jet-equipped. 

2.A set of Standard Operating Proce- 
dures drawn up by AirSouth and put 
into use by NATO and national 
forces. 

3. Initiation of rigid training programs. 

4.A series of maneuvers designed to 
exercise NATO forces in skills ac- 
quired through training and to meas- 
ure the efficiency and results of that 
training. 

Development of redeployment and 

cross-servicing capabilities by na- 

tional air defense and NATO air 
units. 

. Establishment of a central point for 
the receipt and transmission of infor- 
mation from and tolall parts of the 
command. 

7. Establishment of weather stations. 

8. Development of a mobile communi- 
cations unit. 

The achievement of these contributions 

to NATO was not easy. 

The establishment of an international 


om 
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command in time of peace had never be- 
fore been attempted, and the handful of 
personnel who came together in Florence 
had no precedent to guide them. They re- 
lied on their individual experience, their 
own intelligence, and, in difficult times, 
their common desire to get the job done 

The 56th Tactical Air Force was allo- 
cated to NATO by Italy less than a month 
after the Headquarters was activated and 

raining programs were immediately ini- 
tiated. AirSouth’s training program is a 
continuous one, designed to weld the NA- 
TO air forces in Southern Europe into 
one international air force, combat-ready 
and effective, 

Four tactical air forces, the 56th in 
Italy, the 28th in Greece, and the Ist and 
3d in Turkey, were organized and through 
the MDAP program fuily equipped with 
F-84 jet aircraft. Lt. Gen. Raineri Cupini, 
IAF, commands the 56th; Air Vice Mar- 
shal E. Koutsoukos, RHAF, the 28th; Maj. 
Gen. Tekin Ariburun, TAF, the lst, and 
Maj. Gen. Seyfi Turagay, TAF, the 3d. To 
coordinate the activities of the Greek 
28th and the Turkish 1st and 3d Tactical 
Air Forces, the Sixth Allied Tactical Air 
Force was organized in October 1953, and 
Maj. Gen. Robert E. L. Eaton, USAF, was 
placed in command. 

Throughout the organization and de 
velopment of tactical air power in the 
Mediterranean AirSouth emphasized op- 
erational training in coordinated action 
with ground troops and the need to ac- 
quire an ever-greater redeployment and 
cross-servicing capability. French, Greek, 
Italian, Turkish, British and American 
pilots have been trained to fly together 
in coordinated operations, to use the same 
air bases and the same operating proce- 
dures. 

These and other Standard Operating 
Procedures were developed by AirSouth’s 
international staff until they were accept- 
able to all signatory nations and at the 
same time could fulfill NATO require- 
ments. They include detailed methods of 
supply, cross-servicing, communications, 
exchange of information and combat op- 
erations. International agreements have 
facilitated the exchange of weather in- 
formation and air information. 

A million-dollar mobile communications 
unit, designed by the AirSouth staff and 
built in. Canada, is capable of operating 
independently in the field or in conjunc- 
tion with any existing communications 
system and power supply in Europe.

Under current agreements the Army can't 
have armed aircraft, but the semi-official ''Combat 
Forces Journal,’’ organ of the Association of the 
United States Army, looks upon this private effort 
as '’a laudable one, impelled by a desire to make 
it possible for the Army to move readily—to have 
true mobility.’’ 


CAMP PENDLETON'’S WEEKLY, The Scout, will keep the 
gold cup that goes with the 1954 Annual Journalism 
Award for another year. This is the second straight 
year the newspaper won out over competing Marine 
papers which were judged on the basis of "value 

in promoting efficiency, welfare and contentment 

of station personnel." 
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THE $100-A-MONTH additional incentive pay authorized 
for medical doctors, dentists, and veterinarians 

in the uniformed Services is being eyed by chemists 
and other scientists who hold Ph.D.'s. The maga- 

zine Chemical and Engineering News reports that, par- 
ticularly in the Public Health Service, “the situa- 
tion is so absurd that a chemist project officer 
receives less money than professional men working 
under his supervision.'’’

CONVERSION OF B-50 OR B-29 bomber wings to radically 
new equipment (such as the B-47) “eliminates the 
combat effectiveness of that wing for a period of 
three to six months,” according to Senator Salton- 
stall (R-Mass.). He revealed also that it takes 
six to nine months more for the wing “to regain 
full combat readiness." 





TOP LIMIT ON HOUSES to be constructed for field 
grade, flag and general officers under the terms 

of the housing bill was whittled down when the 
Senate passed the supplemental appropriations last 
week. The housing plan calls for $27,000 homes for 
senior Service officers and $20,250 homes for field 
grade officers. An amendment to the supplemental 
appropriations measure reduced the top limit of 
unit construction to $20,000. 














A FORMIDABLE FORCE will be under the command of 
General Benjamin W. Chidlaw, USAF, commander of the 
newly-established Continental Air Defense Command. 
Right now it looks like he will have not only 

the components of his present ADC but also more 
than 100 battalions of Army Anti-aircraft artillery 
together with its Nike guided missile installa- 
tions in 30 critical areas, Navy ships and air- 
craft which are part of the central warning and de- 
fense system, 21 Air National Guard squadrons, 

and all other available Army, Navy, Air Force and 
Marine Corps units ''which can contribute to a more 
effective air defense of the United States.'' 





PRESIDENT EISENHOWER once called the TVA an example 
of “creeping socialism.'’

been directed to activate and train 41 
units, including eight fighter-bomber 
wings, one light bombardment wing, one 
tactical reconnaissance wing, and five 
tactical groups, and has organized 20 
other types of units. 

Twenty-one units have been deployed 
to overseas bases by the Ninth Air Force 
and four additional units are pro- 
grammed for deployment before the end 
of 1954. Among those units deployed were 
five wings and two tactical control 
groups. Two more fighter-bomber wings 
and a pilotless bomber squadron are in- 
cluded in the four units to deploy this 
year, 

The mission of the Ninth Air Force is 
to organize, equip, and train for combat 
such units, combat crews, and individ- 
uals of the Air Force as may be desig- 
nated; to provide for Air Force partici- 
pation in Joint Operations and Training 
with land, naval and/or amphibious 
forces; and to support such operations of 
the Strategic Air Command, Military Air 
Transport Service, and the Air Defense 
Command as directed. 

In addition to conducting training of 
units to achieve a state of combat readi- 
ness and of thousands of individual air- 
men who were transferred overseas as 
replacements, the Ninth initiated proj- 
ects which led to world-wide symposia 
on Fighter, Tactical Reconnaissance, and 
Light Bombardment doctrine and em- 
ployment. Numerous test exercises have 
been conducted in conjunction with the 
Air Defense Command and the Air Prov- 
ing Ground Command in order to evalu- 
ate equipment and plans, 


Train Crews For Korea 


The training of combat crews during 
the period of the Korean hostilities 
marked a successful and valued training 
program for the Far East Air Forces. 
Participation in training programs with 
the Northeast Air Command, the Alas- 
kan Air Command, and the Caribbean Air 
Command’s Exercise WILL TOUR pro- 
vided excellent training for such units of 
the Ninth, and was of particular value 
in providing experience in mobility plan- 
ning. 

The second phase of the command’s 
mission, participation in joint operations, 
and the several services which are per- 
formed by the Ninth in support of air- 
ground operations has required consid- 
erable time and effort in this headquar- 
ters. The Ninth has participated in a 
number of major joint exercises with 
U. S. Army units during the past four 
years. Exercise LONG HORN was the 
last large scale maneuver in which both 
air and ground forces were controlled by 
a single headquarters, but unilateral ex- 
ercises have been conducted since then 
in which action was closely coordinated 
with the corresponding Army exercise. 
The recently completed TACAIR 54-7 was 
independent of the Army’s Exercise 
FLASH BURN, but the two exercises 
were coordinated so as to provide maxi- 
mum benefit to both services. 

In order to promote a more thorough 
understanding of the problems of joint 
air-ground operations and to achieve full 
coordination, the Ninth, as the only tac- 
tical air force in the United States, main- 
tains Air Liaison Officers with Army 
units as requested. The Joint Air-Ground 
Instruction Teams and the numerous 
firepower demonstrations which are pro- 
vided when requested are designed to 
further understanding and cooperation 
in air-ground training. 


Tow Targets for A-N 


The Ninth Air Force has provided as- 
sistance to Army and Navy training 
through utilization of its tow target 
squadrons, The squadrons have ranged 
from Alaska to Puerto Rico to Greenland 
in their efforts to assist anti-aircraft 
units in their gunnery training. Another 
service which is unrelated to the primary 
mission of the command has been the 
cooperation, through the Tactical Air 
Command, with the Army Field Forces in 
efforts to evaluate or test new equip- 
ment where such testing required air as- 
sistance. 

Each summer the National Guard and 
Organized Reserves training programs 





have required firepower demonstrations 
and Joint Air-Ground Instruction Teams 
to keep them informed on the principles 
of air-ground operation. In addition, units 
of the Ninth have been assigned to super- 
vise and assist in the summer training of 
Air National Guard units with highly 
satisfactory results. 

The location of bases on which Ninth’s 
units are located and the nature of the 
equipment and mission of a tactical air 
force has enabled the command to play 
an active role in support of the Air De- 
fense Command. Numerous exercises and 
tests with the Defense Command in 
which subordinate units of the Ninth 
were integrated within the defense or- 
ganization have provided excellent train- 
ing for those units and have strength- 
ened the defense mission. 

Four Basic Components 


The Ninth Air Force is composed of 
four basic components according to func- 
tion. The Control System includes the 
headquarters and the communications 
group which links the commander to his 
subordinate units. The Directing System 
includes the tactical control graups and 
aircraft control and warning squadrons 
which direct and control aircraft in 
flight. The reconnaissance wings and 
groups provide the Intelligence System 
for the air force, Finally, the Delivery 
System, the fighter-bomber, fighter-day, 
and light bombardment units provide 
the striking force of a tactical air force. 

This past year, the Ninth has received 
additional force for the Delivery System 
in the form of pilotless bomber squad- 
rons. One guided missile unit will de- 
ploy overseas in the near future and an- 
other is programmed for activation to 
replace it. 

The present goal of the Ninth is to 
achieve world-wide mobility for tactical 
units. A recent test, Exercise BOX KITE, 
was designed to evaluate mobility plan- 
ning for tactical deployment of a fighter- 
bomber wing. The requirements to 
achieve the goal of tactical mobility for 
all types of tactical units are under con- 
tinuous study at the headquarters. The 
results of BOX KITE were successful 
in evaluating the minimum require- 
ments of supplies and personnel neces- 
sary to move a wing to a forward base 
in a distant theater under tactical condi- 
tions. Expansion of the tests to include 
other types of wings and constant study 
of the mobility requirements will achieve 
the goal of world-wide mobility.

Speed Brakes, New Canopy 
And Cockpit Mark B-57B 


A redesigned version of the Martin 
B-57 light bomber has been announced by 
the U. S. Air Force and the aircraft com- 


pany. 

The B-57B, latest model of the Canberra 
bomber, has a completely redesigned 
cockpit and canopy, has been fitted with 
speed brakes on both sides of the fuse- 
lage, and has been revealed as a heavily- 
armed aircraft. 

The joint Air Force-Martin announce- 
ment said the primary advantage of the 
new cockpit is greatly improved visibility 
for the craft’s two crewmen. Seating is 
a tandem arrangement. The second crew- 
man sits directly behind the pilot at a 
higher level. The second crewman, a 
navigator-radar operator-bombardier, 
can thus better aid the pilot in searching 
out targets. 

The windshield has been improved to 
include anti-icing, bullet-proofing, and 
elimination of fogging. 

The speed brakes added to the aft por- 
tion of the fuselage are roughly triangu- 
lar in shape. They open outward from the 
rear on both sides by hydraulic action. In 
full operation they move in coordination 
with finger-type brakes located on each 
wing panel, outboard of the engine na- 
celles. The finger-brakes project vertical- 
ly when extended through the upper and 
lower surfaces of the wing panels. 

The new fuselage speed brakes permit 
dives at steeper angles, give more speed 
control during operations close to the 
ground, and afford the pilot better con- 
trol during landing approaches. 

Four napalm tanks may be transported 
by the B-57B on under-wing pylons in 
addition to a total of eight 5-inch HVAR 
rockets, four on each side. Completely 
different explosives could be substituted, 
depending on the mission and the target. 
In addition, the Martin B-57B mounts 
eight 50-caliber machine guns, firing out 
of the forward wing edges. 

The Martin-developed rotary bomb- 
door forms part of the actual fuselage 
bottom of the B-57B. 

The bomb-door is removable. When out 
of the airplane, it is mounted on wheels, 
and when loaded, is rolled into position 
under the fuselage, then hoisted into 
position by standard bomb hoists. Since 
replacement of an empty door with a 
loaded one is accomplished in a short 
time, availability of B-57Bs for actual 
flight operations is increased.

Sight-Light, which develops and 
produces electrical systems and ordnance 
devices for the Navy, was acquired for 
10,750 shares of AMF common stock. 
Management of the company will re- 
main unchanged. 

For its work during WW II, Sight- 
Light received four renewals of its “E” 
Award, and a number of commendations 
from the Navy’s Bureau of Ordnance. In 
1946, the company received the Bureau 
of Ordnance’s development award for its 
work on fire control gun captain panels 
for heavy cruisers of the Des Moines 
class. 





CONVAIR’S FINAL B-36 


Almost seven years to a day 
since the first B-36 intercontinental 
bomber was delivered to the Air 
Force, Convair Aircraft Corpora- 
tion will, on 14 Aug., roll the last 
B-36 out of its Fort Worth, Tex., 
plant for delivery to the Strategic 
Air Command. 

In a brief ceremony at the fac- 
tory’s flight line, a 15-man crew 
from SAC’s 92d Heavy Bomb Wing 
will climb into the last B-36 and 
fly the huge aircraft to its new 
home at Fairchild AFB, Wash. 

Convair is modifying an undis- 
closed number of B-36 bombers into 
carriers for F-84 fighters. The 
“parasite” fighter can be released 
and retrieved by the “mother” B-36 
while in flight. 











Douglas B-66 Gets New 
GE Auto Control System 


The Air Force’s new twin-jet bomber, 
the Douglas B-66, is being equipped with 
an automatic electrical and control sys- 
tem which eliminates at least ten pilot 
functions and requires no manual switch- 
ing, according to an announcement by the 
General Electric Company. 

E. G. Haven, manager of Aviation Sales 
for the company, said the new Air Force 
bomber is the first production aircraft 
to be equipped with the new fully auto- 
matic system which is said to sharply re- 
duce the time required by the pilot to 
get in the air once he climbs into the 
cockpit.

ARDC Automatic: Escape Device Blasts 
Pilots Out Bottom Of Jet Bombers 


Four Air Force volunteers have been 
successfully ejected downward from a 
high-speed bomber in emergency escape 
tests, states the Air Research and De- 
velopment Command. 

The men were catapulted downward 
through a hatch in the bottom of a B-47 
at speeds of more than 500 miles per 
hour and parachuted safely into the Gulf 
of Mexico, using completely automatic 
equipment. The ejections were conducted 
by ARDC’s Wright Air Development Cen- 
ter, Wright-Patterson AFB, Dayton, Ohio 
(WADC), as a part of a continuing emer- 
gency escape program. 

The four WADC volunteers were Col. 
A. M. Henderson, Capt. Edward G. Sperry 
and ist Lt. Henry P. Nielsen, of the Aero 
Medical Laboratory, and M/Sgt. George 
A. Post, of the Equipment Laboratory. 
The four jumpers completed seven ejec- 
tions at aircraft speeds of 250 to more 
than 500 miles per hour and from an alti- 
tude of 10,000 feet. 

The new method of emergency escape 
from high-speed aircraft utilizes an ejec- 
tion seat which is exploded downward 
and out of the aircraft. The seat is mount- 





ed on rails and is driven downward by 
the explosion of a powder cartridge. The 
system is fully automatic. After the 


jumper pulls a ring to fire the seat out 


of the aircraft, he is released from the 
seat and his parachute opened by special 
explosive and timing devices. 

In addition to proving the feasibility 
of the downward ejection system for air- 
craft escape, the WADC team also tested 
and evaluated several other items of ex- 
perimental and standard equipment. In- 
cluded were jump and water tests of a 
Navy exposure suit which is used by both 
services, and an investigation of the abili- 
ty of a pilot to wear an inflated USAF 
high altitude suit while parachuting. 
The downward ejection escapes were 
made by the WADC crew at Eglin Air 
Force Base, Florida, to permit the jump- 
ers to land in water. 

Project engineer for all phases of the 
test program is Kenneth F. Hecht, as- 
sisted by E. Frank Jones, both of WADC’s 
Aircraft Laboratory. 1st Lt. Ira M. Ba- 
rash, of the Aero Medical Laboratory, 
was medical officer for the project, and 
F. J. Beaupre, Equipment Laboratory, 
was in charge of the parachute equip- 
ment used by the jumpers. A WADC B-47 
aircraft, modified to handle the special 
ejection and recording equipment used 
in the tests, was flown by Capt. William

|Rhythm-Thrust Technique of Night 


Firing Developed by Research Unit 


Psychologists at Ft. Benning’s Human 
Research Unit No. 3, are studying 
human reactions under night conditions, 
have used an old adage in developing 
new methods of training men to fire ac- 
curately in night assault. 

The problem was to eliminate rifle 
bounce due to normal body movements 
while walking toward an assault. 

Working on the assumption that an 
old dog cannot learn new tricks but 
that he can be taught to use the ones he 
knows the researchers decided to take 
advantage of old habits possessed by al- 
most all the men. 

The technique they developed and are 
now testing requires the advancing man 
to thrust or point the weapon forward on 
each step, firing as he does so. 

“It worked even better than we had 
expected,” said Dr. Edgar L. Shivers, 
leader of project MOONLIGHT. “Ap- 
parently the man has a whole life time 
of habits, based on throwing baseballs, 
footballs and the like, which enable him 
to master rapidly the technique of 
‘throwing’ the rifle at the target,” he 
added. 

Men trained in the new technique 
were compared with men instructed in 
the standard procedure by having both 
groups fire on a realistic night assault 
proficiency range. 

The rhythm-thrust technique resulted 
in two to three times as many hits as the 
standard method. 





Work on the squad assault is the 
fourth phase of Moonlight. In the first 
phase, researchers found the exact dis. 
tances at which targets could be detected 
under various degrees of light, from dark 
starlight to bright moonlight. They dis. 
covered that the average person on 4 
typical night can see little more than 
50 yards. 

Other phases resulted in a new method 
of firing the M-1 rifle at night, and were 
the basis of a training technique de. 
scribed in a Department of the Army 
training circular. 

The method bypasses the use of sights 
which are virtually invisible at night, in 
favor of a pointing technique in whic 
the man keeps his head high and both 
eyes open. 

Students are shown their errors with 
the pointing technique, and soon learn 
the proper correction through daylight 
firing. Later use of the correction enable 
them to get up to 210 per cent more hits 
at night. 

The Human Research Unit also is cur. 
rently engaged in other tasks concern. 
ing daylight marksmanship, night pe 
trols and aspects of airborne training 
Established under Army Field Forces, it 
is supervised by the Human Resources 
Research Office of George Washington 
University. 

Director of the unit is Dr. Francis E 
Jones. 1st Lt. Charles K. Ramond is act- 
ing military chief.
